Q.—Have you been very much surprised 
at these figures of deposits in these in- 
stitutions?

Minority Representation. 


Q.—We are endeavoring to learn whether 
it Is wise to permit the bare majority 


of stock of an institution to retain its 
present legal right to select all of the 
board, or whether the law should be 
changed so that the minority should have 
roportionate with hold- 
ings? A.—I belleve, when it comes to a 
question of changing the law that may 
exist now as affecting.the financial fabric 
of this country as it has been bullf. up, 
the very greatest possible care should os 
taken in the study of those questions. I 
certainly would approve of that if it were 
properly, but I would not 
be in favor of some law by which one or 
two persons, for speculative purposes, 
might go out and get a share or two of 
stock in order to get on that board and 
raise havoc with that business. I am in 
this attitude because I am studying these 
auestions. I think we ought to study 
them. It is my wish and more or less of 
a dream that more men would free them- 
selves from close association with some 
of those questions—men who have been 
in them—and devote themselves to the 
study of them.

Senator Cummins Introduces Bill for 
Prohibitive Impost.

Those in favor of the proposed amend- | 
ments were led by Prof. Charles | 
Chandler, President of the Tenement | 
Economies Society; George F. Canfield, | 
Henry Atterbury Smith, the architect; | 
Dr. William Shannon, and Mary de G. | 
Trenholm, head settlement worker of the| 
Hast Side Neighborhood House. They 
restricted their arguments to the window | 
proposal, urging that it meant economy | 
of room space, and would make it possi- | 
hte to erect model tenements which would 
be profitable to the landlord and reduce } 
rents, while bettering housing conditions. 
As Prof. Chandler expressed it, they | 
wished to keep the ‘periphery of the 
tenement for living rooms.”

Stump’s Brother Tells of Forcibly | 
Obtaining Two Letters from Him 
and Returning Them.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—It developed | 
to-day that officials of the Standard Oil 
Company are lending their assistance to 
the Clapp Committee, which is investi- 
gating campaign funds, in the effort to 
sift the theft of the Standard Oil letters | 
published in the Hearst newspapers. At} 
the committee’s session to-day Willie | 
Winfield, the confidential messenger who 
assisted in the theft, was cross-examined, | 
and George F. Stump, chief clerk of a} 
bureau of the Long Island Rallroad and | 
brother of Charlie Stump, who acted as} 
Winfield’s confederate, gave his direct 
testimony. James K. Jones, Jr., son of 
former Senator Jones of Arkansas, and 
the local representative of the Standard | 
Oil Company in Washington, sat near} 
Senator Clapp and suggested questions to 
be propounded to the witness. Mr. Jones 
had attended the sessions at which John } 
D. Archbold testified. 

Questions asked by Mr. Clapp indicated 
that he had in his possession a statement 
prepared by Mr. Stump at the instance of | 
the late Mr. Barstow, a Director of the 
Standard Oil Company. As no witness 
has been on the stand who knew anything 
about this paper the inference is that 
Mr. Archbold had the statement extracted 
from the files and sent it to the commit- 
tee. Former Senator Joseph B. Foraker 
of Ohio had already toid of his efforts | 
to track every clue connected with the | 
letters and fix responsibility on William | 
R. Hearst. Mr. Foraker has denied that 
he acted at the instance of the Standard 
Oil Company in any effort to recover the 
letters, but it is now believed that the 
Standard Oil Company is working as 
actively as Mr. Foraker in an effort to 
fix the responsibility for the theft of the 
letters on some man higher than Stump 
and Winfield. 

It was brought out that Charlie Stump 
died in April, 1909. His brother testified 
that in the Spring of 1907, he received a 
telephone message asking him to call at 
26 Broadway, the New York offices of the 
Standard Oil Company. There he saw 
Mr. Barstow alone, and was asked to do 
what he could to recover any letters that 
might still be in the possession of his 
brother, who had left the company’s em- 
ploy in the Spring of 1905. Mr. Barstow 
also asked Mr. Stump to get from his 
brother a signed statement reciting the 
incidents connected with the taking of 
the letters and their subsequent sale andj} 
publication. 

At that time, said Mr. Stump, he and his 
brother were living together, and the 
apparent luxury of Charlie's circum- | 
stances led him to fear, even before 
his conference with Mr. Barstow, that 
there was something wrong with Char- 
jie’s past. In a conversation with his 
brother Mr. Stump found that two letters 
still remained in the former’s possession, 
and these, after a scuffle, he took bodily | 
from his brother and returned them to 
Mr. Barstow. The latter, said Mr. Stump, | 
as well as he could remember, were of | 
no particular interest, and he supposed | 
that was why they had not been pur- 


chased by a newspaper. As far as he 
could remember, they were addressed 
either to or from public men in Wash- 
ington. One of them, he thought, bore 
the letterhead of the House of Repre-| 
sentatives. Before returning them to Mr, | 
Barstow, Mr. Stump induced his brother 
to sign a statement setting forth all the} 
details of the transaction, 

‘You signed’ that statement, too, as a 
witness, didn’t-you?’’ asked Mr. Clapp. 
Mr, Stump said that he did. 

Willie Winfield, on cross-examination, | 
contradicted several of his statements in 
his testimony yesterday, though the con- 
tradictions did not effect the body of his} 
testimony. He said he had stage fright | 
and a headache yesterday. He confessed, 
however, to a knowledge of the theft 
of three batches of letters, instead of 
one, as he said yesterday. He said that} 
he was discharged from the service of 
the Standard Oil Company in 1905, after | 
being charged by Mr. Archbold with com- | 
plicity in the theft. He said that he had} 
steadfastly denied to Mr. Archbold any! 
knowledge of the loss of the letters, and| 
that he repeated this denial a year later! 
at Mr. Archhbold’s home at Tarrytown. | 
He told the committee his testimony was 
the first real story of his part in the! 
thefts that he had ever told. | 

Winfield also told the Senators that for | 
his share he got $1,500, which he believed 
to be one-third of the price paid. He! 
said he understood the letters were sold 
to The New York American.

INSANITY NOT A DISEASE. 


Those Affected, Says Dr. White, Are 
Merely Out of Harmony. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Dr. William 
A. White, Superintendent of the Govern- 


ment Hospital for the Insane, told the 
Alliance of Jewish Women Jast night that 
insanity was on the increase, but could 
not be regarded as a disease. 

“Insanity does not mean disease,” he 
said. ‘It is a legal and social term stig- 
matizing persons in the community who 
do certain things in a manner which 
alarms the remainder of society.” 

In view of the growth of insanity Dr. 
White would like to see a general dis- 
pensary system established in connection 
with the Government Hospital in order 
to reach those who show signs of ap- 
proaching mental disorder. He said that 
some such dispensary system should be 
established to help those mentally sick 
before it was too late. The mentally de- 
ranged, Dr. White contended, were merely 
“out of harmony with social conditions.”

Bronx Contractor Alleged Brick- 
layers’ Union, Builders, and Ma- 
terial Dealers Acted Together. 


DESTROYED HIS BUSINESS

better than before. How'much do men 
neglect their business because they are 
allowed to vote? 

“The Catholic Church as such has al- 
ways been opposed to all movements such 
as free love and radical movements 
breaking down family life, and opposed 
to the fundamental principles of morality. 
But the feminist movement is only an at- 
tempt for economic betterment of women, | 
and has no bearing on morality or re- 
ligion. The Catholic woman who wouldn’t | 
vote because the Blessed Virgin did not 
vote ought not to ride in an automobile | 
or use a telephone either. That is car- 
rying tradition and conservatism to a de 
gree that is ridiculous, 

“To me there is a sense of the ridic- 
ulous in learned ecclesiastics in our 
Church denouncing the clamots of wo- 
men for the vote because it is opposed 
to Catholic tradition. Why, the Catholic 
Church had nothing whatever to do with 
the development of the voting system as 
now in force. That system was the prod- 
uct of non-Catholic influences t 
entirely. It was Napoleon I. who re-} 
fused to let women vote. It was the 
influence of the infamous French Revo- 
lution. j 

“The Catholic Church regards this and | 
other questions only in so as it 
touches on morals or faith. With eco- 
nomic or political conditions the Catholic 
Church has nothing whatever to do.| 
Only when these bring danger of mora 
or religious degradation does the Catho-j 
Ye Church concern itself with them. 
There may be good political or economical 
reasons against suffrage for women, but 
that is not my province to discuss. tam 
not a politician or an economist.”

Announcement was made yesterday by 
the George H. Richmond Company, 19 
Mast Forty-fifth Street, that it wouid 
in a short time sell by auction the library 
of the late Edward N. Crane of Newark,

TEST OF QUICK STOPS. 


Park Trials Held as a Protest Against 


Proposed Speed Ordinance. 
To. demonstrate how quickly a_high- 
powered automobile can be stopped by @ 
competent driver, Mrs. Joan Newton 


Cuneo gave a demonstration yesterday in 
Van Cortlandt Park. Mrs. Cuneo made 
a series of brake tests in the interests 
of motorists who maintain that the pro- 
posed ordinance which includes a’ pro- 
vision limiting the speed ‘of automobiles 
to fifteen miles an hour within the city 
limits is not fair to automobile owners. 
This has been the contention of members 
of the Automobile Dealers’ Association 
who declare that a car can be handled 
safely and stopped in sufficiently short 
time when operated at higher speed. 

The tests were under the supervision 
of Charles A. Stewart, general manager 
of the association, and other automo- 
bilists.. To make them extreme Mrs. | 
Cuneo used a big -touring car, rated at 
fifty horse power, but which actually 
develops eighty horse power. Louis A. 
Disbrow, the racing driver, rode with her. 

At a speed of eight miles an hour Mrs. 
Cuneo stoppedin slightly more than half 
the car’s length—the measurement being 
six feet one inch. At forty miles an 
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hour she brought the car to a stop 
within 103 feet 5 inches. Intermediate 
speeds were as follows: 

At 15 miles an hour the car stopped 
within 15 feet 5 inches; at 20 miles an 
hour, 23 feet 2 inches; at 25 miles an 
hour, 40 feet 5 inches; at 30 miles an 
hour, 58 feet 2 inches; at 35 miles an 
hour, 87 feet 5 inches,

Hand brigands have been less active than 
formerly in enforcing their demands, 
bomb explosions in the tenement districts 
of the city have seemed to be, or have 
been, infrequent enough, recently, to 
justify the hope that at last our police} 
had about solved this one of their many 
problems. Yesterday morning, however, 
what apparently was an unusually vigor- 
ous bomb startled the inhabitants of East |

bling in terror down their fire escapes. 

As has so often happened, not one of 
them confesses to any knowledge of why 
they were thus attacked, though of course 
all of them do know that the object of the 
explosion was to convince doubters that 
demands for blackmail had best be 
granted, and at least a few of them could 
tell, if they chose, just whose obstinacy 
had brought peril upon the rest. In other 
words, the population of the so-called 
bomb zone have not yet been convinced 
that the police are more powerful than 
the blackmailers, or else they have not 
yet freed themselves from the conviction, 
brought over in the steerage with other | 
baggage, that he who for any reason 
whatever helps the police incurs a deep 
and lasting disgrace.

The improvement of the Big Sandy was 
undertaken to furnish cheap transporta- 
tion of coal. Last year not a single ton 
of coal was carried oh the Big Sandy 
system. The Hennepin Canal has cost the 
United States $7,463,680. The anual traflic 


} through this canal does not reach 25,000 


tons. Trinity River, in Texas, is to be de- 
veloped at an estimated cost of $4,500,000. 
The purpose of this improvement is to 
make awaterway from Dallas to theGulf of 
Mexico, a distance of 511 miles, an utterly 
impossible undertaking within any rea- 
sonable economic and commercial pos- 
sibilities. Then there is the dear old Mus- 
kingum River in Ohio, upon which the 
Government has already expended nearly, 
if not quite, $2,000,000. It costs 360,000 
annually to keep the locks and dams in 
working condition. In 1911 the total 
commerce on this ‘‘improvement”’ was only 
63,000 tons, the traffic on the Muskin- 
gum being almost entirely confined to 
gasoline launches and motor boats. Down 
to this time the improvement of the chan- 
nel in the Missouri River between Kansas 
City and the Mississippi has cost the tax- 
payers $11,500,000. In 1910 the traffic over 
this stretch of navigable water aggregated 
about as much as two ordinary freight 
cars would hold. 


France has expended $450,000,000 on its 
waterways; the River Seine carries an- 
nually about 10,000,000 tons of freight be- 
tween Paris and the ports of Rouen and 
Havre. The United States has expended 
$600,000,000 in river and harbor improve- 
ments, the most of which has been thrown 
away, except as the Congressmen who 
have “made hay” with their constituents 
by the appropriations they have obtained 
for the respective districts can be de- 
scribed as “traffic.’”” ‘In Belgium, Ger- 
many and France we find no pork barrel 
methods, and river and harbor appro- 
priations are spent to produce efficient 
waterways and not to re-elect politicians 
to office.’”’ Mr. Fuller quotes Senator Till- 
man as having described our American 
method thus: “The whole scheme of river 
improvement is a humbug and a steal.”

Not only is the plan we have adopted of 
river improvement false, but our theory 
that we gre to tinker with the waterways 
in order that we may control the railroads 
is equally false. In France the Govern- 
ment requires the railroads to charge 
twenty per cent. higher freight rates than 
the waterways, and in Belgium and Ger- 
many competition between the railroads 
and the waterways is regulated and con- 
trolled through Government ownership of 
the railroads. So long as the railroads in 
this country are suffered to. put up or 
put down their rates accordingly as the 
waterways are effective or not it is not 
possible that, however the waterways 
may be improved, they will be able to 
serve the alleged purposes for which they 
have been improved. The Inter-State 
Commerce Commission should have ‘“‘the 
power to fix both maximum and minimum 
rates on all interstate water and rall 
transportation;’’ the waterways should 
be granted terminal facilities, should issue

PITTSBURGH'S SNOWS 


Shoveled Into the Sewers by | 
| Col. Waring’s Method |

| To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Perhaps some light on the use of sewers 
ifor snow removal will be afforded by the 
experience of the City of Pittsburgh, 
where practically all the snow is dumped 
or shoveled into sewer manholes. The 
|custom originated in New York, I was 
told, being credited to Col. Waring. The 
results are such that it is hoped they 
will be considered even by the most 
skeptical. 

Snow has not been found to do any 
injury to the Pittsburgh sewers, but on 
the contrary to be a benefit in helping 
ito clean them. It is very rarely a sewer 
gets even temporarily clogged, although 
the flow of sewage is less than in New 
York, and the grades usually as flat. I 
have seen snow being shoveled from five 
wagons at once into one sewer, as fast 
as ten men could do it; and it is a com- 
mon practice with dumping wagons to 
shoot a whole carload of snow into 2 
manhole and let the latter clear itself 
out. Even if there is a temporary stop- 
| page of sewage, the snow soon melts or is 
washed away. In order to avoid any stop- 
pages, however, in the case of a very 
ismall sewer, a hose often connected 
from a hydrant to a manhole or catch 
basin immediately above the manhole 
where dumping is going on. 

The writer fougd the cost of snow re- 
|moval to the City of Pittsburgh to be 
27 cents a cubie yard, which is very low, 
considering the fact that city men and 
teams alone are employed. It is not pos- 
sible in Pittsburgh to do away with tho 
wagons for hauling snow, as has been 
iproposed for New York; for the Pitts- 
burgh streets are too narrow and con- 
gested to use manholes except in the side 
The haul is very short, how- 
seldom more than a block or two. 
| No sewer is considered too small or too 
iflat to use, it being surprising to a New 
| Yorker to see wagons dumping snow in 
an alley only a hundred feet long. 

Special manholes are not necessary in 

Pittsburgh; neither is any trouble expert- 
enced with dirt or rubbish in the snow, 
such as Borough President Miller is afraid

|highly efficient street cleaning, and proper 
care and removal of refuse have pre- 
vented any difficulty from obstructions. 
Gratings in sewer manholes, fine enougn‘ 
to keep out all refuse, would greatly ob- 
struct the snow in reaching the sewage, 
unless a large amount of water were 
used. A better remedy would appear to 
be to keep any refuse out of the snow 
in the first place, as in Pittsburgh. 

The work of snow removalin Pittsburgh 
is all done by the regular street cleaning 
of 


Sewers, 


force the Bureau of Highways and 
which bureau maintains streets 
and sewers, and cleans them both. This 
method of organization, where the same 
man has full charge of streets and sewers, 
explains why there is no objection to tha 
dumping of snow into the sewers. 

The limiting of snow work to the rugular 
street cleaning force naturally reduces 
the amount used. But, to offset this, 
the work is more quickly and efficiently 
done than is possible with contractors; 
the men are all trained, require a mini- 
mum amount of supervision, and are ac- 
customed to work at night; there is no 
chance of graft; and the taxpayers’ money 
produces the largest result at the lowest 
cost*in the quickest time. 

The regular procedure in case of @ 
snowstorm is as follows: As soon as the 
snow begins to fall, the hand sweepers 
get to work keeping the crosswalks clean 
and the street-car stops, (the cars stop 
only on the near side ef streets.) All the 
other employes of the bureau, the night 
and day gangs, begin snow removal when 
about half an inch has fallen, taking the 
most important streets first. The men are 
removing snow constantly while it is fall- 
ing, so that by the time the storm is over 
the principal streets have very little snow 
on them. If the snow is very heavy, the 
men from the outlying districts are sent 
into the business district, and then work 
out from there into their own locality. As 
a result of this expeditious policy, snow 
never accumulates on the main streets as 
in other cities. 

While conditions may differ in Pitts- 
burgh and New York, are not the methods 
and results obtained in the Smoky City 
worthy of attention? If Mr. Miller and 
the others who fear the use of sewers 
for snow will only go to Pittsburgh they 
may find their objections met. In a mat- 
ter so important as this, is it not possible 
for both sides to get together now and 
find what is safe and best?

“This is unexpected, but not at all 
embarrassing,” said the Governor when | 
the question regarding Mr. Fitzpatrick | 
was put to him, 

“You may quote me as saying that it; 
is my purpose to select one Public Serv-~- 
ice Commissioner from the City of Buf- 
falo. In my judgment the second largest 
city on the State is entitled to a repre- | 
sentative on the commissions. I don’t! 
know that Mr. Fitzpatrick is a candi-| 
date for the post. He has never spoken | 
to me about it. However, if he wants it, 
I think him eminently qualified for it by 
ability, integrity, and experience. If he 
tells me that he is a candidate, I shall | 
be very much inclined to give his candi- 
dacy favorable consideration.”’

OBJECT TO PLAN 
FOR FREE SUGAR 


Abolition of All Duty Opposed by 
Leaders In the Sugar 
industry. 


PERIL FOR LOUISIANA 


Representatives of Beet Sugar in- 


dustry Fight for Pro- 
tection. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Sugar refiners, 
beet sugar men, California wine pro- 
ducers, mineral water importers and 
others descended in force upon the House 
Committee on Ways and Means to-day 
to fight out the tariff issue. 

After the hearing was over there was 
mo evidence of any weakening on the 
part of the Democrats, who have a tenta- 
tive plan for presenting another free 
sugar bill for action by the House at 
the coming extra session. 

The House Democrats say that placing 
sugar on the free list would save Amer- 
fean oonsumers $115,000,000 annually, 
while the Republicans, charging that free 
Sugar would surrender an important in- 
dustry tc foreign importers, say that the 
Government would lose more than $52,- 
000,000 annually in revenues. The free 
sugar proposition is coupled with the 
Excise Tax bill as an offset to loss in 
revenue. If two more States ratify the 
income tax aime:dment to the Consti- 
tution the Excise Tax bill will not be 
pressed, The tariff on sugar now amounts 
to about 1% cents a pound, say the Demo- 
crats in basing their estimate of the ef- 
fect of the free sugar proposition. The 
House leaders are not sure of free sugar 
in the Senate. 

Some of the leading men in the sugar 
industry attended to-day’s hearing. The 
American Sugar Refining Company went 
on record at the outset of the hearing in 
favor of a reduced tariff upon raw sugar, 
retention of the small differential duty 
upon refined sugar and the continuance 
of the present color standard as the most 


practicable distinction between raw and 
refined sugars for customs house classi- 
fications. It opposed the abolition of ail 
duty upon sugar on the ground that it 
would destroy at once one of the largest 
sources of revenue. The company’s argu- 
ment was made by Edwin F. Atkins, Vice 
President and acting head of the com- 


pany. 

Mr. Atkins said that abolition of all 
duty on sugar would cause the termina- 
tion of the Cuban Reciprocity Treaty 
under which Cuban sugars got_a prefer- 
ential rate of 20 per cent., and Cuba gives 
preferential rates of 20 to 40 per cent. 
upon goods coming from the United 
States. He also said that free sugar 
would open the United States markets 
to the importation of refined beet sugars 
from Europe upon the same terms as raw 
éugars in competition with domestic re- 
fined. 

“Free sugar, while present produc- 
tion is maintained,” said Mr. Alkins, 
“would put prices here so low as to de- 
stroy the Louisiana industry, the beet 
sugar industry, particularly east of the 
eeppl River, and would depress 
Porto Rican and Philippine sugars far 
below their production cost and make 
Hawaiian production unprofitable, thus 
largely curtailing our present sources of 
supply.” 

Frank C. Lowrey of New York, repre- 
senting &@ commitee of wholesa:er grocers, 
contended tnat whether or not sugar was 
placed on the free list a countervailing 
duty clause should be enacted similar to 
that in the present tariff law. He sug- 
gested consideration of a consumption tax 
as a strictly revenue measure. 

Henry T. Oxnard of California and a 
dozen witnesses from California, Colo- 
rado, Montana, Wisconsin, Michigan, and 
other States were present to fight for 
tariff protection for American beet sugar 
interests. R. E. Milling of Franklin, 
La., pleadad for tariff bars to prevent the 
killing of the sugar industry of that 
Btate. Representatives of the Arbuckle 
Brothers pleaded for free sugar. 

The California wine business was rep- 
resented to be in a deplorable condition 
when the committee took up Schedule H— 
*“*wines, spirits, and other beverages.” 
Former Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue John Y. Yerkes said that whisky 
Was a necessity, but that imported wines 
were a luxury, and therefore should bear 
the burden of tariff taxation. 

Victor BE. Whitlock, a New York im- 
porter, would not admit that beer was 
entirely a luxury. He suggested that the 
tariff on some well-known brews be cut 
from 23 cents a gallon to 15 cents a 

allon, the rate under the Wilson tariff 

Ww, or at least to not more than 20 per 
cent., the rate under the Dingley law.

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IN A CHINESE PORT 


United States Consul at Swatow 
Thinks American Exporters 
Have Fine Opening There. 


| TRADE EXTENSION HINTS 





He Believes Twelve to Fifteen Horse 
Power Kerosene-Burning Motors 
Would Find Ready Sale. 


In a report from Swatow, China, United 
States Consul C. L. L. Williams points 
out an «uncommonly promising opening 
for marine motor engines, and gives a 
{number of hints to American manufac- 
turers and exporters on how they may ex- 
tend their trade or increase it in this 
| populous territory. 

Swatow, he says, 
{mportant ports in China on account of 
its being a distributing centre for imports 
and a shipping point for exports. It 
ranks fifth among China’s treaty ports. 
In 1911 it had imports, native and for- 
eign, valued at more than $23,000,000 
United States currency, and exports of 
native produce valued at about $10,000,- 
000. As the town has a population of 
only about 60,000, it is easy to see, Mr. 
Williams observes, that the great bulk 
of both imports and exports have to be 
transported trom Swatow to the interior, 
or from the interior producing centres to 
Swatow. 
| “A portion of this transshipment 
| trade,” continues Mr, Williams, ‘ is coast- 
| wise by junk, but the greater part of it 
|} is by the various rivers which debouch 
into the large landlocked bay on which 
Swatow is situated. Of these the most 
important is the Han River. 
reached Chaochowfu, the prefectural city, 
having a population of 400,000 to 600,000 
at least, and the populous Hakka district 
of Kkayingchow. 

“The river is in places extremely shal- 
low, a minimum depth of water on shoals 
of 2 feet being not unusual; consequently

Downward, they 
bring to Swatow paper, charcoal, and 
firewood principally. Taking kerosene 
oil as an example, for transport to Sam 
Ho the companies concerned pay 20 cents 
Mex n (about 10 cents United States

for the up trip alone works out at $50 
to $80 Mexican, (about $25 to $40.) Down- 
ward freights are considerably less. 
| ‘It has occurred to the writer that {t 
might be possible to install motors in 
these craft at a great saving in operating 
expenses. The principal obstacles are the 
light construction of the boats, their shal- 
| low draft, and the Chinese conservatism. 
} There is no doubt that these boats would 
require considerable stiffening before a 
motor could be tInstalled; this must be a 
matter for expert advice. As to the shal- 
low draft, the propeller would have to be 
carried in a ‘tunnel,’ a common type of 
construction for  shallow-draft motor 
boats. As to Chinese conservatism, it 
} could be overcome, in my opigion, only 
by actual demonstration. £ 

‘“*There is no question, if the project be 
feasible, that it would prove profitable. 
[ am informed that a twelve to fif- 
teen horse-power kerosene-burning motor 
would be sufficiently powerful to give 
these boats a speed of about seven miles 
;per hour—ample to give a five-mile speed 
;per hour for the round trip to Sam Ho. 
Thus the round trip woyld take only 
about fifty-eight hours, a® against two 
weeks at least under existing circum- 
stances. On the basis that a motor will 
burn one pint of kerosene per hour per 
|}horse power, the fuel cost for the trip 
would work out at least $25 Mexican 
} (about $12.50), kerosene costing locally 
|; $2.50 Mexican per ten gallons in bulk. 
The upward freight alone would leave a 
;considerable margin of profit, to which 
must be added downward freights. More- 
over, a boat capable of doing the 145 
{miles from Sam Ho to Swatow in about 
fifteen to sixteen hours would have no 
difficulty in filling up with passengers. 


Catalogues Not Effective. 


“Tt be remembered that no 
tempt to interest those concerned in 
junk traffic in the proposition of 
stalling motors can possibly succeed if 
confined to catalogues, In the first place, 
as already indicated, expert opinion will 
be necessary to decide whether these 
junks sufficiently stanch to stand a 
motor. If so, what type of motor is suit-

Continuing strength in the finished steel 
position is accompanied by some yielding in pig 
iron, which, however, is not evident in all 
markets or in all grades.

COTTON. 

The cotton market showed a generally 
steadier tone yesterday, owing to reports of 
an improved spot demand and steadier South- 
ern markets. Buyers showed little disposition 
to follow the market up ageressively, and 
trading was comparatively quiet on the ad- 
vance, but the close was firm and from 2 to 
14 points net higher; generally 10 to 14 points 
higher on the old crop months, The more en- 
couraging spot advices from the South were 
considered the feature of the day from a 
news standpoint, while in addition to these re- 
ports, the steadier tone of the market was 
doubtless influenced by a feeling that after a 
break of a cent a pound a rally of some im- 
portance would be no more than natural. At 
the same time the talk around the ring re- 
flected no material change in the general av- 
erage of sentiment, so far as the actual trend 
of the market is concerned, and many traders 
declared that the chief demand reflected pre- 
cautionary covering by recent sellers. The 
fact that buying did not become more active 
or aggressive on the bulges was cited as evi- 
dencing the absence of any important bull sup- 
port, while also suggesting that bullish spot 
news had not made a sufficient impression on 
sentiment to create any outside buying move- 
ment of consequence. Official reports from the 
Southern spot markets, however, seemed in 
line with the private news received during the 
day, as quotations were generally unchanged 
to Jc higher, and private advices from sev- 
eral Southern points claimed that the recent 
decline had attracted renewed interest on 
the part of spinners. 

The market opened steady at an advance of 
1 point on April, but generally unchanged to 8 
points lower, and sold about 4 to 6 points 
net lower right after the call. There appeared 
to be a good many over-night selling orders 
around the ring, attracted presumably by the 
break and unfavorable spot news of Tuesday. 
Liverpool was relatively steady, and large ‘buy- 
ing orders from that source, together with cov- 
ering by shorts and the continued trade de- 
mand readily absorbed the early offerings. As 
soon 4s the market showed a tendency to steady 
at prices nearly a cent under the recent high 
records, the amount of cotton for sale became 
smaller, while shorts showed more disposition 
to make profits. The result was a rally of 
some 15 to 17 points from the lowest. and while 
subsequent fluctuations were somewhat irregu- 
lar the market was very steady in the late 
trading. The dragging out of peace negotia- 
tions between the Balkan States and Turkey, 
combined with approaching tariff legislation 
and the unsettling influence of a change of 
Administration, together with the fact that 
mills are now fairly well supplied with cot- 
ton, and that the season for new crop prepara- 
tions fa gradually approaching, undoubtedly

To all other places the rate is 5 cents for the 
first ounce or fraction of an ounce, and 8 cents 
for each additional ounce or fraction of an 
ounce, which must be fully prepaid or the Iet- 
ters become liable on delivery to a charge equal 
to double the amount o: the deficient postage.
